School Life in Texas, 

I remember it was on a beauti¬ 
ful October morning; the trees 
were robed in the most brilliant 
coloring, the’sun* Was doing its ut¬ 
most to shed brightness and cheer 
fche heart, as I took the old Con¬ 
cord coach en route for a southern 
city. A short car ride, one night 
on the Portland steamer, and JE Was 
conveyed to.Boston where I board¬ 
ed the afternoon train on the Bos- 
ton and A1 bany Railroad. Of 
course anticipating a three days’ 
journey I had secured a sleeper on 
the Pullman. Our route was di¬ 
rected across the Jstate of Massa¬ 
chusetts. This was my first ex¬ 
perience on a sleeper; it was a 
night when the temperature must 
have been 80 above at least, and 
X slept but very little. It seem¬ 
ed as if the air had been exhaust¬ 
ed, there was a very small window 
with a screen atfd ; I tried to refresh 
myself by putting my face against 
it which resulted in covering it 
with cinders which embedded 
themselves in my hair. We pass¬ 
ed Buffalo about midnight. 

In the mowing I was awakened 
by tremendous screeches from the 
locomotive which it seems bad 
broken down. We breakfasted in 
Cleveland, 0. From there our 
route lay through Indiana and a 
portion of Arkansas. We passed 
plantations arriving in St. Louis 
the next morning. The part of the 
city we traversed seemed very un- 1 
pleasant, smoky and dismal, we 
got a glimpse of the Missouri irjverj 
which looked very muddy, a great, 
contrast to our " clear Maine 
streams. Iiere toe changed ebbs 
and boarded a train of the Texas 
and Iron Mo pptain, R. R. We 
passed mountains where iron ore is 
found, and various establishments 
for producing steel. The rail road 
track in some places, seemed grow¬ 
ing grass. I made a trip to the 
rear of the car and discovered the 
conductor was taking “ati after¬ 
noon snooze”. The train was run- 
ning itself. This was through a 
section where there were few sta¬ 
tions and I presume he had confi¬ 
dence in our ability to remain in 
our seats, 

The next morning we arrived in 
Texas, and we saw negro cabins, 
and Colton plantations; mules 
pigs and dogs abounded. We ar¬ 
rived in the city of Marshall which 
has about 7<>00 inhabitants, one 
half of which are negroes.

Then he swore again, but this time 
in astonishment, for the door of the 
coach swung open, and as daintily and 
as calmly as If she were entering at 
“right centre,” the heroine stepped 
the ground. 

With a glance upward at the aston¬ 
ished Bill, which be rightly interpreted 
as meaning that she trusted him to pro¬ 
tect her, she picked up the bowie he 
threw down, and, making her way to 
the dead animal, 'cut away the en 
tangling harness and sprang back as 
the other leader struggled to his feet.
